Dear  SiRj 

O  U  tax  me  with  not  keeping  my 
Word  with  you,  in  Point  of  Time, 
tho*  you  admit  that  the  Task  you 
impofed  upon  me  was  neceffarily  attended 
with  Variety  of  Difficulties.  I  can  forgive 
you  the  Arraignment,  fmce  the  Acquittal 
follows  fo  clofe  on  the  Heels  of  it.  But  I 
cannot  fo  readily  forgive  my'felf  for  having 
made  a  Promife  I  was  fo  ill  qualified  to 
perform.  For  how  fincere  foever  my 
*Ffiendihip  was  for  your  Bofom  Friend  and 
A  2  ms 
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my  own ;  however  warmly  inclined  I  wa| 
to  indulge  to  your  Coriofity,  and  to  do 
Juflice  to  his  Memcry,  I  might  have  con- 
lidc-rcd,  that  of  alj  the  Great  Men  of  his 
Time  he  was  the  leaft  knbwn,  or  to  be 
known,  tho'  the  molt  open  an'd  V^cant^ 
and  confcquenily  the  moil  difficult  to  be 
portray'd. 

Thus  far  concerning  that  Part  of  your 
Injur.Aron  'ex^(5':ing  my  o\v'n  Tboti^hts  of 
the  Miwjler  and  the  Apology.  Had  it  been 
fimply  of  the  latter,  it  would  be  excufable, 
as  it  might  have  been  executed  a  la  Mo^ 
iicrne\  that  is,  the  Style  and  Didion  might 
be  examined,  and  either  cenfured  or  ex- 
tolled, and  the  Meaning  of  the  Whole  or 
Part  might  be  tortured  'from  "the  Naturai 
to  any  Senfe  one  pleafed.  And  thus  it 
happeris  at  prefent  in  regard  to  this  reputed 
Work  of  pur  deceaied  Friend, 

The  DiSion  is  commended  by  many^  and 
depreciated  by  oihers  3  fome  fay  the  Phrafe 
is  pcculi^arly  Mr.  Winnbigton'%^  others,  that 
rio  Track  of  his  Manner  is  to  be  found  in 
the   ExprclTion.    And   heiein,    thofe   who 

heard 
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heard  him  oftneft  in  Publick  are  no  lei| 
various  in  their  Conjeftures  than  his  Inti* 
mates  and  Bottle  Companions^  who  fee  and 
do  not  fee  hk  Manner  in  every  Paragraph 
br  Period  of  this  political  Legacy.  Nay, 
fhe  Fair  themfelves,  who  claim  him  aS 
their  Champion,  and  are  for  the  moft  Part 
become  Advocates  of  his  Principles  in  the 
prefent  Conteft,  vary  as  much  concerning 
the  Language  of  that  extraordinary  Perfor* 
mance  as  the  other  Sex. 

But  'tis  not  the  Phrafe  and  Style  pnljr 
that  are  the  Subjefts  of  prefent  Debate,  but 
the  Senfe  and  Meaning  of  that  celebrated 
Work,  which  are  drained  and  tortured  juft 
as  the  Critipk  is  in  Humour,  or  in  Party,  c^ 
Religion,  Thofe  of  deepeft  Penetration 
find  him  not  only  a  "Jacobite  but  a  Scarldt 
JPapiJi^  while  others,  no  lefs  skilled  in  the 
Profunda  difcover  him  to  have  been  a  blue 
Republican  in  Principle,  and  an  IndependeM 
in  Religion.  Like  thofe  who  mould  oppo- 
iitc  Opinions  on  the  fame  Texts  of  Scrip- 
ture, this  poor  Apology  affords  various  In- 
terpretations which  each  puts  upon  it  ac- 
cording to  the  Light  by  which  he  views  it. 

One 
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t)ne  holds  his  Tvieaning  by  the  Tail,  and  It 
flips  from  him,  while  another  fritters  it 
quite  away  and  leaves  him  none  at  all. 

I  don't  fo  m'Jch  wonder  at  the  diflbnant 
Opinions  concerning  the  Man,  as  the  Book. 
The  latter  may  be  read  and  thumbed  and 
turned  as  one  will ;  but  the  former  was  not 
attainable  on  fuch  eafy  Terms.  I  need  not 
tell  yo^^  who  knew  our  lamented  Friend 
fo  intimately,  and  who  know  Mankind  fo 
well,  that  he  was  a  mod  perfed:  adept  in  the 
modern  Art  of  concealing  the  inward-Man 
from  the  Infpeffion  of  the  mofc  curious  and 
prying  Obferver.  He  was  ever  on  his  Guard, 
and  never  lefs  fo  than  when  he  feem'd  moit 
vacant  and  unguarded.  He  had  fo  habi-r 
tuated  himfelf  to  Caution,  that  he  was  no 
lefs  circumfpect  over  his  Wine  at  Night, 
than  over  his  Tea  in  the  Morning.  And 
you  may  remember,  that  he  was  particu- 
larly careful  to  fence  himfelf  round  with 
Circumfpefiion,  more  here  at  London  than 
with  you  at  Worcefier^  where  he  might  ima- 
gine, thi^t  Hearts  and  Lips  went  together. 

What 
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What  a  Defcription  was  he  wont  td  draW 
bf  Courts  and  Courtiers,  in  fuch  Company 
as  he  thought  untainted  by  eicher  ?  "  It 
*'  was  fairy  Ground  where  nothing  wore 
"  the  Appearance  of  what  it  really  was— ^ 
"  It  was  a  Land  of  Ice  fo  fmooth  and  flip- 
**  pery,  that  it  was  impofiible  to  walk  up- 
"  right  there  without  falling;  or  if  a  Maa 
*^  would  lean  for  a  Support,  it  was  a  thou- 
"  fand  to  one  but  that  very  Prop  would  be 
''  theCaufeofhisFall/* 

It  was  no  Wonder  then,  that  one  who 
harboured  fo  mean  an  Opinion  of  modern 
Courtiers,  would  increafe  the  Meafure  of 
his  Circumfpeftion  the  nearer  he  was  to 
Court.  But  among  you,  in  a  Country  where 
his  Family  had  acquired  a  Reputation  which 
was  of  Ufe  to  htm,  even  after  he  had  defer- 
ted  or  appeared  to  have  deferted  the  Intereft^ 
for  theEfpoufal  of  which  they  v/ere  efteemed 
^nd  revered  ;  there,  I  fay,  if  any  where,  did 
pur  late  Friend  l:iy  by  his  Armour  and  double 
Face,  to  appear  what  I  may  truly  fay  he  was 
at  Bottom,  a  Friend  to  his  Country.  But 
hov/  cr  in  what  Shape  or  Manner  he  pro- 
pafed  to  be  ferviceable  to  her^  is  what  very

iew  underftood,  but  what  lately  lias  tee'ri 
the  Topic  of  moft  Converfations  in  this  great 
Metropolis* 

Tho'  you  kne\^  him  long  atid  intimatelyj; 
I  fcarce  think  you  would  venture  afcert^in- 
ing^  from  any  Words  you  heard  fall  from 
him,  the  manner  ip  which  he  would  wiHi  or 
intended  to  ferve  his  Country.  You  r^ight 
indeedj  as  many  others  ip.  your  Neighbour- 
hood, fuppofe  he  did  not  thoroughly  ap^ 
prove  of  the  State  of  publick  Affairs,  from 
Expreffions frequently  drop t  from  him  among 
you,  and  particularly  from  his  lamenting  tbe 
not  having  Robin  Walpole'i  Power  to  do  Good 
cndfet  Matters  on  a  firm  and  lafiing  Foun- 
dation ;  Words  you  may  remember  he  often 
let  fall  when  he  was  among  \mWorcefierpnre 
and  Staffordfiire  Friends.  But  what  Good 
he  would  do,  or  v^^hat  Matters  he  would 
^{i^hXxih  firmly,  had  he  the  Power,  few,  very 
few  knew,  while  he  was  living,  tho'  all  the 
World  feem  to  know  now  he  is  dead. 

Lamented  Shade !  How  has  his  Memory 
been  treated  fincc  this  Apology  for  his  Con-^ 
du^  has  been  publiflied !  How  roughly  and 

fmooihly 
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fmoothly  has  his  Gharader  been  handled  j 
how  diftorted  and  disfigured  has  it  been  re^ 
prefented  by  feme,  and  how  defirable  and 
amiable  by  others.  Never  furely  was  pri- 
vate Charader  more  natrowly  pried  into 
and  examined,  and  rhore  univerfally  cen- 
fured  or  praifed.  And  this  proceeded  not 
more  from  the  particular  Oddity  of  the  Book 
publiflied  in  the  Name  of  the  deceafed,  than 
from  the  apparent  Uneafinefs  and  Concern  of 
certain  Gentlemen  in  Flace^  who  were  fup- 
pofed  to  have  been  in  his  Confidence, 

Perhaps  a  certain  Similitude  of  CIrcum- 
ftances,  a  Parity  of  Conditions  might  hava 
dccafioned  that  vifible  Concern.  They  might 
have  refledled  that  they,  like  the  deceafed, 
were  derived  from  Men  that  had  fhewed  a 
conflant  Difappfobation  of  modern  Meafures^ 
Men  that  oppofed  with  a  view  of  bringing 
Things  back  to  the  oldCha?2nel,  Men,  infine, 
that  were  deemed  not  to  be  over  eager  in 
Support  of  the  prefent  Eftablifliment.  Re- 
flexions of  this  kind  might  have  funk  deep 
in  the  Minds  of  Gentlemen  who  held  Em- 
ployments, and  were  trufled  on  a  Suppofition 
of  their  having  abjured  the  Heterodoxy  of 

B  their 
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their  Fathers,  and  adhered  implicitly  to  the 
modern  Court  Credcndum.  As  a  Man,  who 
has  a  defcdive  or  precarious  Title  to  an 
Eflate  he  poiTefles,  is  quickly  alarmed  at 
any  the  moft  diftant  Steps  to  difturb  his  Pof- 
felTion,  fo  may  one  of  doubtful  Principles 
take  the  Alarm,  if  another,  every  Way  on 
a  Parity  with  him,  Ihall  happen  to  detedl 
himfelf  or  be  fortuitoufly  detedted  by  others. 

You  may  believe  that  Men,  thus  flung  by 
the  Publication  of  the  Apology,  took  Pains  to 
decry  it  as  Spurious^  but  finding  the  Pre*- 
judice  of  the  Publick  too  ftrong  in  its  Favour, 
as  a  genuine  Compofition,  they  took  the 
only  way  in  the  World  to  propagate  the 
Opinion,  tho'  they  intended  thereby  the  Re- 
moval of  the  Prejudice.  They  applied  above ^ 
that  the  Arm  of  Power  might  be  ftretched 
out  to  punifh  the  Printer  and  Publlfher  of 
the  Book;  but  finding  the  chief  Miniflers 
not  inclined  to  gratify  private  Men,  con- 
fcious  of  their  own  inherent  DefeSfs,  w^hen 
the  Publick  was  unconcerned,  thefe  ter- 
rified Gentlemen  advifed  the  Advertifing  in 
publick  againfl  the  Book  and  the  Anonymous 
Author, 
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I  honour  greatly  the  Gentlemen  who  have 
been  perfuaded  to  lend  their  Names  on  this 
Occafion ;  but  muft  beg  leave  to  fay,  that 
the  chief  Point  to  be  confidered  feems  to 
have  been  clearly  miftaken  by  the  Adver- 
tifement.  The  Advertifement  fhould  have 
been  as  foon  as  the  Book  appeared,  or  ought 
not  to  have  been  at  all.  For  what  can  be 
theConfequence  of  Advertising,  two  Months 
after  the  Book  had  found  its  way  to,  and 
had  been  well  received  in  moft  Families  in 
the  Nation,  but  to  revive  the  Sale  of  it,  and 
induce  the  Publick  to  believe",  that  fo  late  an 
Advertifement  was  purpofely  to.  renew  the 
Sale  and  propagate  the  Work  I 

Therefore,  if  the  Gentlemen,  who  were 
induced  to  appear  in  Print,  intend  to  per- 
fuade  the  Publick  that  the  Apology  was   not 

written  by  Mr.  TV ---n  becaufe  they 

found  no  Line  nor  Part  of  a  Line  of  it  among 
his  Papers,  they  mifapprehended  the  Point, 
or  I  am  much  miftaken.     For  who   will 

believe  that  Mr.  TV n^  fo  naturally 

circumfped:  and  cautious,  would   have   left 

a  Manufcript  of  fo  very  delicate  a  Texture 

^rrxong  his  Papers,  which  mufl  neceffarily

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fall  into  the  Hands  of  more  than  one  Perfon  ? 
'Tismore  natural  to  fuppofe,  that  he  would 
have  confided  fuch  aTreafure  to  fome Tingle 
trufty  Friend  of  his  own  Principle,  to  whom 
he  had  opened  his  Mind  occafionally :  So 
that  the  Advertifement,  inftead  of  anfwering 
the  Purpofe  feemingly  intended,  of  depri- 
ciating  the  Book,  enhanfes  its  Value,  and 
is  a  ftrong  prefamtive  Proof  to  mofk,  that  it 
was  wrote  by  Mr.  W n.       ' 

Thus  then  do  we  find  the  Credit  of  the 
'apology  fpread  and  ftrengthened  by  thofc 
very  means  intended  to  weaken  and  depre-^ 
ciate  it ;  in  fo  much,  that  many  fuppofe  the 
Means  were  ufed  purpofcly  to  fupport  the 
Credit  of  the  Work.    '■  -  '      ' 

I  won't  take  upon  me  however  to  affirm, 
that  the  honourable  Advertifershzd  any  fuch 
Intention,  tho'  it  feenis  to  me  evident  that 
the  Court  might  wilh  to  fee  the  Reality  of 
the  Perforjnance  propagated  and  confirmed. 
The  Deteition  of  falfe  Friends  being  the 
gafety  of  the  Prince,  'tis  reafonable  to  fup- 
pofe, that  his  faithful  Servants  would  con-^ 
l-'ibute  all  they  could  towards  that  Detedion,

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And  what  Means  were  more  likely  for  th^ 
future  to  guard  againft  the  Arts  and  Wiles 
of  fuch  Statefmen  as  are  here  underftood^ 
as  eftablifhing  a  Belief  that  the  Apology  had 
been  wrote  by  him  who  gave  rife  to  the 
Caution  and  renders  it  neceflary  ?    " 

Bat  I  am  here  inadvertently  launching  into 
a  Controverfy  which  I  intended,  from  the 
Beginning,  and  chufe,  to  leave  to  the  Dif- 
cuffion*  of  others.  When  I  promifed  to 
gratify  your  Curiofity  in  regard  to  the  Apo-- 
logy^  I  had  it  in  View  to  do  it  on  the  Tef- 
timony  of  the  Publick,-  a  furer  and  modefter 
Method  than  barely  relying  on  my  own 
Sufficiency.  I  might  be  partial  and  mif- 
taken,  the  Generality  feldom  are.  I  might 
not  be  Credited,  whereas  the  Publick  can^ 
jiot  well  refufe  its  own  Teftimony, 

In  order  then  to  colled  what  {hould  be
